The offenders and 
their friends became active and 
this activity resulted in the con- 
troversy between United States Attor- 
ney Bliss and his probable successor. 
The misrepresentations made to effect a 
change in District Attorneys were first 
presented to the public in these columns.

corruption have escaped. To two of these 
attention is directed—the registration and 
the revision of list of voters in which 2,100 
VOTERS WERE LITERALLY TRICK- 
ED AND CHEATED OUT OF THEIR 
RIGHTTO VOTE CTION DAY. 
How this was done Uy set forth be- 
low. in the registr@tion of votes the 
most reprehensible partisan unfairness 
was shown, forgery Was committed, and 
the letter and spirit of the law were 
violated. By a trick nearly 3,000 voters 
were disfranchised in the various wards. 


The sessions of the Boards of 
Revision and Review furnish good 
leads to be followed by the 


Grand-juries both Federal and State. The 
plain facts as they appear give most con- 
vincing evidence of fraud and corruption. 
For the better understanding of the facts 
which will be presented, the election laws 
and powers transmitted thereby are ex- 
plained here, as well as the circumstances 
which led to the passage of this remarka- 
ble piece of legislation. 


THE LAW. 

The law which extended the term of 
office of the Recorder of Voters appointed 
by Gov. Crittenden was passed to bear 
specially on municipal politics. It con- 
tinued the incumbent, whose term expired 
in 1883, till the Ist inst., and largely added 
to his powers. Besides the previous con- 
trol which he had of the registration lists, 


it gave to him the appointment 
of deputy recorders or _ registrars 
of voters. It also gave to bim 


the selection of the polls for the 244 pre- 
cincts at all general elections, for each of 
which $ is paid, and which was formerly 
the function of the City Marshal. It em- 
powered him to appoint deputy super- 
visors for the city, which was formerly 
one of the functions of the Mayor, and 
made the Recorder chairman of that 
body, a position which was formerly filled 
by the Mayor. It gave to him the custody 
of the poll-books,as well as the poll-boxes 
and their contents, and the rejected ballots, 
which were formerly reposed in the custo- 
dy of the City Register. It further aug- 
mented his powers by placing in his hands 
the appointment of all the clerks and 
judges of election, an important power 
which previously rested with the Mayor. 
It furthermore curtailed the powers of the 
judges of election in passing upon the 
qualifications of voters and relegated it to 
the Recorder of Voters and the Board of 
Revisors. In this way the functions and 
powers of the Mayor, City Register, 
City Marshal and judges and clerks 
as pertaining to the conduct of elections 
were concentrated in ene officer, who re- 
ceiyes his appointment from the Governor 
of the State, but whois paid by the city. 
These laws have been printed in a pamph- 
let, which is well worthy of the perusal 
of all citizens. 
IN EXPLANATION OF THIS REMARKABLE 
PIECE OF LEGISLATION 
it should be explained thatthe powers 
thus collected and ed upon s Dem- 
ocratic Recorder were taken from a Re- 
publican Mayor, a Republican City 
Register and a Republican City Marshal. 
A provision of that law requires that the 
Recorder of Voters shall cep bis 
office open for the registration of voters 
up to within twenty days from any gen- 
eral election; that such registration shall 
cease entirely by himself, but that he 
shall appoint a-Board of Revision, consist- 
ing of twenty-eight men, who shall sit, 
with the Recorder as Chairman,for a period 
of ten days, for the purpose of revising his 
previous work, and striking from the reg- 
istration lists such names as they know 
are not entitled to registration, and 
shall sit thereafter as a Board of 
Review, for a period of two 
days, for the purpose of reinstating 
such names as might be erroneously 
stricken off. or who had in any manner 
been refused registration while entitled 
thereto. 
From this statement, prepared to show 
the machinery of elections,the powers and 
duties will be understood. To show how 
these powers were exercised and these 
duties filled isa work which the Post- 
Dispatcu undertakes for the enlighten- 
ment of honest citizens, and the guidance 
of the Grand-jury. Partisan unfairness is 
evident on every side while behind this 
MONSTROUS CORRUPTION AND 
CRIMINAL MISCONDUCT AWAITS 
DISCOVERY. 
Previous to the election on the 2d of last 
November, deputy recorders, many of 
them even of unsavory reputations and 
nearly all of them tried Democratic ward- 
workers, were appointed throughout the 
city and stationed at specified places to 
receive the registration of those who were 
qualified and who offered themselves. In 
the selection of these registration places 
further unfairness was shown and in near- 
ly every instance the place selected was in 
a locality occupied by the friends of the 
deputy registrars. 
IN THE TENTH WARD, 
a conceded Republican Ward which ex- 
tends east to Twelfth street, the registrar 
was stationed at Joe Blong’s saloon on 
Jefferson avenue, a Democratic “corner.” 
If the Grand-jurors will call and examine 
these deputy registrars, who will be more 
fully introduced later, it will be found that 
in Democratic wards they remained a 
greater number of days and a greater 
number of hours each day than in Repub- 
lican districts. 
Each of these deputy registrars was 
furnished with two registration books, 
one of which was left at the main office to 
be copied, while the other was in use in 
the wards. These books were called 
for by the Federal Grand-jury and par- 
tially examined. They disclose the fact 
that hundreds of forgeries were com- 
mitted. The names of voters were regis- 
tered, without causing the voters to sub- 
scribe their own signatures, as required by 
law. When questioned concerning this 


by the United States Grand-jury,

From this it will be seen that DEMO- 
CRATS WERE APPOINTED IN THE 
MOST POPULOUS WARDS and Republic- 
ans in the more sparsely settled wards and 
the“ cabbage-wards.“ The manner in which 
the above results were attained by the 
Board of Revision and Review is well 
worth the investigation of the Federal 
and State Grand-juries. 

THE BOARD OF REVISION 
first met on October 13, and organized. 
The publication of this meeting, which 
should have been made on the day follow- 
ing, Thursday, October 14, as specifically 
prescribed by the law, was not made until 
October 15. They met again on Friday, 
the 15th, and their work was published on 
Saturday, October 16. They met again on 
the 16th and the work done was published 
on Monday, October 18. The results of 
the meeting of the 18th were regularly 
published on the 19th. The proceedings 
of the meeting of the 20th were published 
on the 2ist. On the Alst the board met 


no business was transacted. They met 


small portion of the work done on that day 
was published on the 23d, as demanded by 
law. The large proportion of the work 
done on the 22d was not published until 
Monday, October 25. Another meeting 
was held on the 23d, the proceedings of 
which were also published on the 25th inst. 
THE LAW 
requires the work of the Board of Revi- 
sors to be made on the day following the 
one on which they had stricken the names 
from the registration lists. That this was 
not done can be established by the pro- 
ceedings of the board and the publica- 
tions. This failure becomes especially 
significant when it is known that at the 
meeting of October 22, a vast number of 
names were stricken from the lists and 
the voters so disfranchised had no notice 
whatever, until the 25th of October. 
Witnesses who attended the session of 
the Board of Revisors will testify that 
when lists of names were handed in, no 
inquiry or investigation, as is contem- 
plated by law, was made, but the names 
were at once stricken from the books. In 
the conduct of the Revisors a Grand-jury 
will find more evidence of dishonest in- 
tentions. 

THE SECOND WARD. 
The members of the Board of Revision 
for the Second Ward handed in no names 


to be stricken from the lists on October 13; 


he presented no names on the 14th. On 
the 15th he presented thirty-two names 
which were then and there stricken off 
without question. At the session of the 
16th he handed in no names; none at the 
session of Monday, the 18th. He handed 
handed in a list of eighty-five names 
on Tuesday, October 19. On Wednes- 
day, October 20, he handed in no names. 
On Thursday, October A, he handed in 
no names; none on Friday, October 22;

That day eight of the 
twenty-one names were reinstated, wit- 
nesses appeared to give sworn testimony 
in regard to the others. Onthis testimony 
two more were reinstated. A hearing on 
the rights of the remaining eleven was re- 
fused, and the voters, allof whom were 
qualified, were kept off the lists by a 
partisan vote of twelve to eleven. 

The names of Max Trube, 821 Morgan 
street, and Philip Laufer, 802 North Ninth 
street, were reinstated at that meeting 
but did not appear on the poll-books on 
election day. At the same session Revisor 
Beasley of the Fifteenth Ward was 
handed a list of twenty-five names which 
had been wrongfully scratched off in the 
Tenth Ward. He gave the list to Chair- 
man Hoblitzelle who on receiving this 
list said he would reinstate the names, 
and according to the revisors’ statements 
actually did so without submitting the 
lists tothe scrutiny,investigation or action 
of the Board of Review who were then 
and later in session. These names were 
published in the reinstated lists as if rein- 
stated by the Board of Review. The 
names appeared thereafter on the poll- 
books and several of them were voted. 
This is only part of the scheme of the 
corrupt and well-organized ‘‘ring’’ which 
the Post-DispaTcH is prepared to lay 
bare.

The Indications of a General War in 
Europe. 


—— 


Probability That Austria and Rus- 
sia Will Open Hostilities. 


Disarm or Fight the Ultimatum of Ger- 
many to France. 


The Attitude of Russia Brought About By 
the Bulgarian Crisis—Reasons for the 
Muscovite Alliance with Germany —A 
Bulgarian Renegade’s Attack on Prince 
Alexander—Belief in France of an Inva- 
sion Before May—Concentrating Troops 
in Alsace-Lorraine.

NEw YoOrE, January 14.—The Paris cor- 
respondent of the Times, under date of 
December 28, writes as follows: Russia's 
policy has again met one of those sudden 
deviations which have become the salient 
points of the reign of Alexander II. At 
Berlin, as at St. Petersburg, the situation 
is considered more than ever threatening 
since the answer of the Journal de St. 
Petersbourg to the Morning Post’s article, 
and Austria, in view of the eventuality of 
a conflict with her neighbor, has begun 
not only to arm, but to prepare quarter- 
master and commissary stores for 
the approaching campaign, of which 
the month of March seems to be 
fixed as the initial date. But the factors, 
or rather the actors of the coming drama 
have, apparently, modified their roles, 
and the collision—the first collision—will 
be between Austria and Russia, 
only; Germany only intends to take 
part in it later, should circumstances 
render its non-localization expedi- 
ent. A fortnight or three weeks ago, 
everything pointed to the conclusion of 
an arrangement, if not an absolute al- 
liance with France, but the fall of the De 
Freycinet cabinet furnishing proof, if ad- 
ditional proof were wanted, of the in- 


stability of any French Adminis- 
tration by whomsoever it may 
be directed, the Czar has turned 


naturally to a power on which he can rely 
and has agreed not to interfere in any 
future Franco-German quarrel, provided 
carte blanche be given him in his designs 
upon Bulgaria. It is to theinterest of 
Russia to have astrong backer and it is 
contestable that,at this time of writing. 
strength is with Germany. Russia has 
not abandoned her schemes for the pos- 
session of Constantinople. She began the 
dismemberment of Turkey in 1878 and it is 
tothe agglomeration of the petty inde- 
pendent Danubian States that were cre- 
ated under the suzerainty of her Em- 
peror, that all her efforts now tend. The 
Bulgarian crisis was produced just at the 
proper moment to furnish a pretext, 
which would be removed were the 
election of a Bulgarian sovereign to be 
made pacifically, and rest assured that 
whether proposed by the Bulgarians 
themselves, by England or by Austria, 
Russia will oppose her veto to every can- 
didacy, even tothe extent of making the 
election of a persona non grata 
A CA8US BELLI. | 

I may add that even the candidates pre- 
sented by Russia show very little willing- 
ness to accept the perilous honors. Prince 
Peter of Oldenburg declines respectfully 
but firmly, and the Prince of Mingrelia 
declares that, unless peremptorily so or- 
dered by his sovereign, he will not take 
up his residence at Sofla. Yet none the 
less does Russia persist in her policy. The 
officious Russian newspapers never cease 
their attacks upon the Bulgarian regency, 
and the organ of M. de Giers, the St. Pe- 
tersburg Journal, which may be con- 


sidered to be the official exponent 
of Imperial views, has published 
on its first page a curious 


recital, signed by a Bulgarian refugee, 
one Benideriff, who boasts openly of the 
active part taken by him in the last coup 
d'etat at Sofia. Capt. Benideriff was ar- 
rested for high treason, but with his ac- 
complices was released through the influ- 
ence of Gen. Kaulbars, and exiled to 
Russia, where he airs his views invect- 
ively, concerning his compatriots, in gen- 
eral, Prince Alexander, the Regents and 
the National Assembly in particular.

corps representing,exclusive of the Alpine 
Battalion, 400,000 men; sixth, three French 
diplomatists refused to accept the succes- 
sion of M. de Freycinct for unwilling- 
ness to accept a responsibility “in the face 
of the redoubtable events which are im- 
minent;’’ seventh, Russia backs out of all 
former promises and will need, according 
to German statements, two full months 
for the mobilization and concentration of 
her forces in Poland and in the Baltic 
Provinces; eighth, finally Germany, cer- 
tain of Italy’s co-operation, of England’s 
symmpathy and of the indifference or pusil- 
lanimity of the balance of Europe, is 
about to pose her ultimatum.

It is possible that all this is exaggerated,

CLUVERIUS HANGED. 


THE RICHMOND MURDERER FXPIATES HIS 
CRIME ON THE GALLOWS. 


Gev. Lee, at the Last Moment, Refuses to In- 
terfere—Cluverius Refuses to Make a Con- 
fession and Dies Bravely—Sketch of the 
Murderer and History of His Remarkable 
Crime—Four Indian Territory Murderers 
Hanged at Ft. Smith, Ark. 


RICHMOND, Va., January 14.—Cluverius will 
be hanged within the nexthour. There is no 
hope now of thé Governor interfering. Ten 
thousand people are around the Jail and about 


250 inside. 
WILL HANG. 
At 12:30 p. m. Mr. Bevery Crump returned to 
the Jail from his last visit to the Governor and 
announced that the Governor refuses to in- 


terfere. 
HANGED. 


At eight minutes past 1 o’clock Oluverius 
was hanged. He died without making any con- 
fession, and speaking through Dr. Hatcher, 
bis minister, said that in this moment of 
death, nearing the grave, he had no ill-will 
towards any man on earth. He died by 
strangulation.

A Murder Full of Startling Facts and Ter- 
rible Discoveries. — 


On the morning of Saturday, March 14, 1885, 
S. W. Rose, keeper of the Richmond (Va.) 
reservoir, discovered the body ofadead woman 
in the water of the reservoir. One leg and the 
flounce of a dress were all that could be seen 
above the surface. The ground in the 
neighborhood had been trampled on 
and a piece of shoestring and a red glove 
lay close by what had evidently 
been the scene ofatragedy. The Coroner was 
notified, and he removed the body. It was 


found to be thatof a woman, probably 23 
years of age, dressed in a jersey waist and 
black alpaca skirt. There was a bruise on the 
A forehead, and the

len. There was no 

mark of identifica- 

tion on the body or 

its clothing. The 

body was removed 

to the Morgue, 

where it was iden- 

tified three days af- 

ter by Miss Ella 

Dunstan as the body 

of Fanny Lillian 

Madison.

the river. Directly afterward the pro- 
rietor of the American Hotel told the 

Joroner that the deceased had registered 
at his hotel as F. L. Merton, and had 
left suddenly Friday, the day before the find- 
ing of the body, without paying her board. 
A note sent out by her had been returned un- 
delivered. The scraps of this note were 
taken from the waste-basket, and when 
pieced together it was found to have been ad- 
dressed to T. J. Cluverius and the contents 
were the single sentence: ‘‘I will be there as 
soon as possible, so do wait for me. 

On this Cluverius was arrested. He was 
found at the residence ofan aunt with whom 
he lived in King and Queen County. He took 
his arrest very calmly saying merely that he 
had been in Richmond, but that he had not 
seen Lilly Madison while there. 

THE DEAD GIRL’S STORY, 

Slowly the story ofthe dead girl’s life was 
worked up by the representatives of the 
State. Lilly Madison was the daughter ofa 
farmer in King and Queen County and was a 
cousin of Thomas J. Cluverius. The girl, 
against her father’s wishes, frequently visited 
Mrs. Tunstall, the aunt with whom Cluverius 
lived. The lack of poner between father 
and daughter engendered by these acts re- 
sulted in her having home when she 
was 21 to become governess in the fam- 
ily of Mrs. Dickinson jn Bath County. 
Just before her departure to accept this 
position she was inthe habit of meeting Clu- 
verius at the house ef an uncle John 
Walker. On the 10th of July Ciuverius and 
Lilly Madison both stopped at the house of 
John Walker. Cluverius occupied a bed in 
Walker's room, but he made some excuse to 
— absent from the room a portion of the 
night. 

n October Miss Madison took her place in 
the household of Mrs. Dickinson. During her 
stay she made many friends. On January 5 
Miss Madison yisited Richmond remaining 
there for two days. She remained during this 
time atthe Exchange Hotel where she regis- 
tered as Miss F. L. Merton, Roanoke City. 
When she returned to Bath she sald to Mrs. 
Dickinson, ‘‘Cousin Tommie Cluverius met 
me in Richmond and brought me back. She

The 
theory on which his conviction was brought 
about was that he had seduced his cousin un- 
der promise of marriage and that being en- 
gaged to marry Miss Bray, an heiress of 
some social prominence, he desired 
to get Lilly Madison out of the way. 
In the truuk left by Lilly Madison at Mrs. 
Dickinson’s were found a piece of obscene 
peas? in Cluverius' handwriting and a letter 
in which occurred the passage: ‘‘When are 
you and that fellow going to be married? You 
know you told me it would be this winter. 
I think it would be the best thing 
for you; so do this winter.“ The 
seduction is supposed to have taken 
piace at Jno. Walker’s house, July 10. 
Cluverius was absent from his room several 
hours on that night and onthe day following 
Lilly Madison’s father noticed and commented 
on the fact that Cluverius avoided him. 
At the time of Lilly Madison’s first visit to 
Richmond, according to the chambermaid’s 
testimony, Cluverius called twice. After 
the second visit the chambermaid found 
Miss Madison’s room empty, and on 
the next morning she noticed that the 
bed bad not been occupied the previous night. 
Two courtesans testified thaton the morning 
of March 13, Ciuverius, whom they knew well, 
entered a house of ill-fame accompanied by a 
woman who wore a blue jacket and a red 
shawl, They entered a back room. 
ONE OF THE COURTESANS 
testitied that the woman with Cluverius had 
entered the same house one nightin January 
with a man the witness did know—Dbut she did 
not know Cluverius at that time. 
The register of the Davis House shows that 
Cluverius arrived there March 2. Several wit- 
nesses testified that they saw him and Lilly 
Madison together on the next day,aithough he 
swore he had not seen her during his visit to 
Richmond, The supposition is that they started 
out to visit the Dunstans. They were known 
to Miss Madison, but she had never visited 
them. Miss Madison was enciente. @luverius 
may have suggested that he knew of a lying-in 
house beyond the reservoir. Within the 
grounds they may have quarreled, and he 
may have struck her. There were scratches 
on his hand the day after the murder. The 
shaw! may have beer thrown across the Dun- 
stans’ fence to convey the impression that 
the girl had committed suicide. 
There is no doubt whatever that Cluverius 
wasahypocrite. He was superintendent ofa 
Sunday-schooland wasat the same time fa- 
miliar with houses of ill-fame in Richmond. 
One piece of evidence about which there was 
some doubt was that of the jeweler, who was 
asked to identify the watch-key found in the 
reservoir, He testified that he thought 
it had belonged toCluverius. He offered to 
testify absolutely if he were allowed to take it 
apart. This the Court refused to allow. Aft- 
erward, on an appeal to the Governor for par- 
Gon the jeweler was called in, and, after tak- 
ing apart the key, testified positively that he 
had once mended it at the request oF Clu- 
verius. 
THE TRIAL 
was long and exciting. Cluverius was finally 
convicted on the circumstantial evidence pre- 
sented. Heappeaied, and the case was taken 
into the higher courts. May 6, 1886, the Su- 
preme Court of Virginia refused to set aside 
the decision of the lower court. After that in- 
fluence was brought to bear upon the Gov- 
ernor to obtain a pardon, and the execution 
was several times postponed. It was finally 
fixed for Friday, January 14, 1887.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., January 14.—Albert 
Odell, James Lamb, John T. Echols and John 
Stephens were hanged at Fort Smith to-day 
for murders committed in the Indian Terri- 
tory. About one hundred people witnessed 
the execution. Odell, Stephens and Echols 
joined the Catholic Church, and Lamb the 
Methodist before the execution, and were bap- 


tized. 
A ROSTER OF CRIMES. 

The murders which Albert O’ Dell, James E. 
Lamb, John T. Echols and John Stephens ex- 
— to-day were committed in the Indian 

Srritory. hen the hangman did his work 
and the lifeless bodies dangled in mid-air, hu- 
man justice was satisfied, but the deeds of the 
murderers live after them, 
cital: Onthe 27th of December, 1885, O’ Dell 
and Lamb killeda man named Bdward Pol- 
lard in the Cherokee Nation. The murder was 
very brutal. Pollard was shot in the head and 
instantly killed. He was walking away from 
his murderers when the fatal shot was fired. 
At the trial an extraordinary scene 
was witnessed, O’Dell swearing that 
Lamb did the killing, and Lamb denouncing 
O' Dell as the murderer. President Cleveland 
was urged to commute the death-sentence of 
each to life imprisonment, but refused to in- 
terfere after carefully examining the evi- 
dence. Lamb was born and raised in Craw- 
ford County, this State and was well-known. 
He moved tothe Indian Territory one year 
ago. The fate which to-day was meted out to 
him felllikea thunderbolt om his relatives 
and friends, who had predicted for him a 
bright and prosperous future. His death will 
make him more a martyr than a criminal in 
the eyes of very many people throughout 
Crawford County, who believe him innocent. 
JOHN T. ECHOLS 
murdered amanin the Territory some time 
ago. He was regarded as a desperate charac- 
ter, and, it is claimed, had killed several per- 
sons for money, besides having been impli- 
cated in numerous robberies. is execution 
to-day is regarded as an act of retributive jus- 
tice. Echols, during the time he was confined 
inthe Fort Smith Jail, made a good impres- 
sion upon nearly all with whom he came 
in contact.

THE STORY OF THE FRAUD. 
In another part of this paper will be 
found a plain and convincing statement 
of the frauds perpetrated in the revision 


of the lists of voters. It will be read by 


all of our readers, who are a majority of 
the voters of the city, and nothing that 
we oan say could add anything to the 


force of the testimony given by the recital 
of the facts. 

The law intended for the protection of 
all parties was evaded by allowing Re- 
publican revisors to take charge of cer- 
tain wards, while the wards in which the 
fine work was to be done were put under 
the exclusive control of men who knew 
what they were there for, provision be- 
ing made beforehand for ratifying the 
work they were to do by giving them a 
majority of the board. 

The ‘‘Board,” thus organized, met and 


until the very last day of the meeting. 
Then the trap was suddenly sprung. The 
revis or from the Second Ward handed in 
a list of 486 names which he had struck off 
the list. There was no investigation as the 
law intended, but the whole batch of 
names was stricken off. The work of dis- 
franchisement was done with a sudden- 
nessand a completeness worthy of the 
best days of reconstruction. 

The revisor of the Tenth Ward was even 
more efficient than his colleague of the 
Second Ward. His list disfranchised 1,135 
voters and this tremendous disfranchise- 
ment was accepted without question. 
Publication even in the obscure official or- 
gan was illegally delayed until no inter- 
val was allowed for correction. 

If the people of St. Louis allow such 
proceedings to pass, they may as well bid 
good-bye to all hope for honest elec- 
tions in the future and for decent city 
government, and prepare themselyes for 
aregime of fraud, of which the recent 
election crimes are merely the intro- 
duction. 


PROTECT THE BALLOT- BO. 

Both the Circuit Attorney and the As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney in St. Louis were 
nominated and elected as Republicans. 
Yet loud and long continued Republican 
complaints and exposures of frauds in 
our local elections have never caused 
these two officers to putasingle Grand- 
jury at work on such frauds. 

Now comes the Republican organ with 
a distinct editorial protest against any at- 
tempt to bring the perpetrators of these 
frauds before the State courts, which 
alone have jurisdiction of most of the 
crimes committed in this connection. 
What does this mean? 

United States Grand-juries can inquire 
into, and United States courts punish 
violation of Federal election laws only, 
and these only so far as they secure Fed- 
eral rights, privileges and immu- 
nities. The United States Supreme 
Court has declared unconstitutional 
the third and fourth sections of the act of 
May 31, 1870, which undertook to punish 
election officers or others for denying or 
abridging the right of citizens to vote. 
The court held that Congress had power 
to punish only unlawful discrimination on 
account of race, color or previous condi- 
tion of servitude. The right to vote is 
conferred and protected by State laws, 
and United States courts and laws inter- 
fere with elections only so far as may be 
necessary and proper for the protection 
of Federal rights, privileges and immuni- 
ties that may be infringed by State law, 
or so far as the provisions of Federal law 
regulating the conduct of a Congressional 
election may be violated. 

The great bulk of the frauds discovered 


in our elections have been violations of | 


State law only, and are cognizable and 
punishable by State courts only. While 


against violators of Federal law, it will 


not be in the least hampered by similarly | 


vigorous proceedings in the State courts 
against violators of the State’s election 
laws. What the friends of free and fair 
elections in this city want is to see all the 
machinery of public justice, State 
Federal, in active and effective operation 
against ballot-box stuffers. Where the 
Federal machinery is feeble or powerless 
let it be supplemented by the other, and 
vice versa.

RAIN! RAIN! 


The Cry of the Cattlemen in Texas—A Pro- 
longed Drouth. 


GALVESTON, Tex., January 14.—Dis- 
patches from almost every quarter of 
Texas during the past week tell of general 
anxiety existing throughout the length 
and breadth of the State over a prolonged 
drouth. Throughout the vast area em- 
braced within the great cattle and cotton 
districts known as the ‘‘Panhandle,’’ 


North Texas, West Texas, South 
Texas, and the central cotton belt, 
no rain has fallen since September 
last, nearly four and a half months. 
While reports from the cattle and sheep 
districts do not as yet chronicle any 
serious loss of stock by reasonof drouths, 
the result is none the less disastrous, as 
the vast cattle ranges are drying up. No 
new grass is growing and the ultimate 
loss of stock is inevitable. Cattlemen 
who have just returned from the south- 
west sections of the State beyond San 
Antonio tell of riding for days 
over parched prairies, covered 
with dried grass, whereas this section 
of Texas, in past years, has been one great 
carpet of green, about the area of Penn- 
sylvania. In the north, from Wichita 
alls to Fort Elliott, the ery of cattlemen 
is rain, rain, and widespread alarm existe 
among them. In the northern and cen- 
tral section of Texas around Dallas, Fort 
Worth, Sherman and Waco, where the 
wheat and other small graius of Texas 
are grown, the situation is no better than 
in the cattle districts, and the wheat flelds 
must all be plowed in the spring, render- 
ing the outlook for farmers gioomy.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


DISMISSAL OF THE TAAFFE-RYAN CONTEST 
FOR WANT OF JUBISDICTION. 


Judge Lubke Points Out an Oversight of the 
General Assembly—A Sad Domestic Re- 
cital—Damage Suits for Railroad Acctf- 
dents—Sidewalk Dangers—Matters in Lit- 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision sus- 
taining the motion to quash the notice of oon - 
testin the contested election case of P. J. 
Taaffe, Justice of the Peace, against Jeremiah 


Ryan. The proceedings are dismissed for 
want of jurisdiction at the costs 
of the contestant, Mr. Taaffe. 


There is a difference between proceedings in 
Quo Warranto and those known as contests of 
election. The former are begun by the pub- 
lic prosecutor and are designed to oust from 
an office one whocan show no authority for 
holding it. In the latter case the State is not 
a party, but the respective individual claim- 
ants to an elective office are the 
adversaries. Although the proceedings in 
quo warranto may result in placing the actual- 
ly elected candidate into the office from which 
the defeated candidate has been ousted by the 
writof quo warrantothe result does not de- 
stroy the distinctive independent character 
of the proceeding called a contest of election. 
Mr. Taaffe and Mr. Ryan were respectively 
candidates for Justice of the Peace 
in the Fifth District. Mr. Ryan 
received the certificate and is in possession of 
the office. Mr. Taaffe, by these proceedings, 
sought to establish a better title to the office. 
Mr. Ryan moved to quash on the ground that 
the Court was without jurisdiction. It clearly 
appears from the statutory provisions that in 
the State at large the jurisdiction to try cases 
of contests of election of Justices of the 


Peace is with the county and not with the Cir- 
cuit Courts. 


responding, and the General e . in ap- 
parent oversight of this condition of things, 
made no provision vesting this particular 
jurisdiction in any court existing in this 
city. All that has been done is to 
invest the Mayor and Municipal Assembly 
with the ministerial powers, which before the 
separation of city and county was exercised 
by the County Court. 

Before the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of the State ex. rel. Francis vs. Dil- 
lon 87 Mo., 487, it was thought that this gap in 
the legislation ofthe State was filled in by 
the general statute declaring the jurisdiction 
of the Circuit Court to exist in all civil cases 
not cognizable in any other court. The su- 
preme Court beld that an express statute must 
confer such jurisdiction in cases of contested 
election. It cannot be heid that a Justice of 
the Peace in this city isa wage f officer with- 
in the meaning of the statute because he is 
not elected by the voters of the whole coun- 


ty. 


Crushed at a Crossing. 


Joseph Ibach entered a damage suit to-day 
in the Circuit Court against the Western Steel 
Company. He complains that on the 29th of 
October last he was driving a lumber wagon 


from the docks in Carondelet across the Iron 
Mountain tracks atthe Marceau street cross- 
ing, when a freight train operated by 
the Western Steel Company’s —— 
backed down without any warning, smashing 
the wagonand knocking the plaintiff into a 
ditch. He sustained serious injuries in the 
feet, neck, arms and shoulders and asks for 
$5,000 damages. It is contended that a watch- 
man should have been provided at the 
crossing. 


Returned to Her Parents. 


Alice Baker Willis entered a petition in the 
Circuit Court to-day seeking a decree of divorce 
from Robert Lester Willis. They were mar- 
ried in this city February 14, 1873, and lived to- 


gether until last July, when Mrs, Willis 
alleges that she was compelied to take 
her ohildren and go back to the 
home of her parents. She complains that 
for some years her husband spent his 
entire earnings in drink and dissipation. He 


failed to support his family and the rent ac- 
crued in every place, placing his wife in a 
humiliating position from time to time. From 
the birth of the children Mrs. Willis alleges 
that she has been forced to seek the assist 
ance of friends and relatives and to work 
when her heaith permitted in order to fur- 
nish food and necessary clothing although her 
husband all the time was earning sufficient 
to keep his family in comfort. She asks for 
the custody of the children, Ray,a boy of 12 
years, and Zoe, a girl of nine years. 


A Mother’s Claim Contested. 


An answer was filed to-day in court in the 
habeas corpus case of Mabel Nofsinger, the 
renewed application of a mother for recovery 
ot her child, a little girl of 2 years. Mollie 
Lambert, who conducts a house of ill repute 


on Sixth street, near Spruce, has 
the child at present under her 
control. She alleges that it was given to 


Henry Bates by Dr. Fitzporter, at the request 
of the mother, on the Ist of October, 1885, and 
that she, Mollie Lambert, is nursing anc caring 
for the child at the Bates residence. She de- 
oe the petitioner is the mother of the 
child. 

At the former hearing, Judge Lubke held 
that there was a doubton that point and the 
claimant would have to produce further testi- 
mony in order to establish ber claim. The 
little one was born at Fitzporter’s lying-in 
quarters. Mr. Bates, who adopted the child, 
had received others from the same source, but 
they died. The matter will be heard again 
next Tuesday afternoon before Judge Lubke.

The ‘‘Independent’’ 
ticket then disappeared. Hen euerbach 
and his friends had been dissatisfied with the 
tickets posted and Feuerbach yesterday called 
& caucus which nominated him for President. 
He will make the race under some disadvan- 
tages. It will be the tenth time he has asked 
for the position, and unless be is elected will 
not come nearer to the favorable considera- 


tion of his request than last year 
when his opponent Henry E. 
Roach, was elected b a majority 


of one vote. Two thimgs are against Feuer- 
bach this year; he is said to be no longer a 
builder, being engaged in real estate and 
financial business, and he advocates the loan- 
ing of the Mechanics’ Exchange funds, which 
amount to something like $6,000, to the mem- 
bers. The election to the Presidency of one 
whose interests are not directly those of the 
mass, or of one who wishes to make the Ex- 
change a banking institution, is opposed by a 
large body of the members.

Sale of Burlington Bonds. 


Boston, Mass., January 14.—The Ad- 
vertiser this morning says: It is reported 
that the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad Company has sold $11,000,000 of 


4per cent bonds at 95%, the purchasers 
being a syndicate headed by Lee, Higgin- 
son & Co, and Kidder. Peabody & Co. The

Religious News. 
At the annual meeting of the T. M. C. A. 


last evening, the election of A. B. Howard, a 


director for two years. and of E. V. P. Ritter, 
Chas. Ounningham, Frank Ely and Richard J. 
Compton for three years, was announced. The 


total attendance at the forty-six Saturday 
evening meetings was reported as 1,007, and 
that at the Sunday afternoon meetings as 1,928. 
At the rooms and libraries there 
had been a total attendance of 46,311. The 
total attendance at the Gymnasium in the 
eleven menths of its existence had been 25,- 
943, a dally — of ninety. The member - 
ship was reported as 1,247 divided as follows: 
189 Presbyterians, 131 Methodists, 116 Episco- 
alians, 14 Baptists, 78 Congregationalists, 50 
man Catholics, 29 Lutherans, 21 Unitarians, 
5 Christians, 6 Hebrews, 4 Quakers, and 514 
with preferences unexpressed. Dr. Rhodes 
delivered astirring address on the need of 
spiritual laborers among the poor and out- 
cast. The moeting favored separating the 
business mectings from the social. Monday 
night the new Board meets to reorganize. 
special meeting of the Board of Directors 
ef the American Educational Aid Association 
was heid this week. The affairs of the associ- 
ation have net been running as smoothly as 
has been desired. It has seemed hard to get 
the interests of the association before fie 
public, and that support has net been won for 
the work that its promoters thought they 
could certainly secure. However, the board 
intends to inaugurate a decidedly different 
plan of operations, by which the objects and 
aims of the association will be brought to the 
immediate attention of the Christian poopse 
of the city. The board was ied to take this re- 
solve ina great measure by the encouraging 
nature of the report of the Superintendent, 
Rev. Isaac W. Higgs, who said that in the 
past year he had taken in sixty-two children 
nearly all of whom he had placed in goed 
Ohristian homes. The saving of the waits has 
beem se effectually done in the few cases 
already provided for by the limited means of 
the association that several of the members of 
the board say that they are now fully alive to 
the pest they ‘have’ Dosa” e l 
ave mn rather dere 
pushing its interests.

GEORGE AND CORRIGAN. 


THE LABOR LEADER DEVOTES ANOTHER 
BROADSIDE TO THE ARCHBISHOP. 


The Archbishop Charged With Scheming to 
Defeat the Call for a Constitutional Con- 
vention—Other Priests Inhibited—George’s 
Bureau of Information—The Church and 
Tammany Hall—Interference of the Ital- 
ian Prelates. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 

New Tonk, January l4.—Henry George de- 
votes another broadside of this week’s 
Standard to Archbishop Oorrigan and Dr. Mo- 
Glynn. This is an extract which certainly will 
be news to the public: 

It may be news tothe genbtral public, but it 
is, nevertheless, a fact that Archbishop Corri- 
gan, in the last election, not only wanted to 
defeat a certain candidate, but also wanted to 
defeat the call for a constitutional conven- 
tion; that letters from him were sent to priests 
telling them to work against the convention, 
and that ata gathering, where one of these 
priests endeavored to carry out this instruc- 
tion, a proposition was made to get hold of 
the bags containing the ballots in favor of the 
constitutional convention, and by making 
away with them to lessen the vote iu its favor. 

OTHER PRIESTS INHIBITED. 

Here is another piece of news: Dr. McGlynn 
was notthe only priest who was prohibited 
from giving any countenance tothe move- 
ment that threatened the New York municipal 
rings. Other priests who had never made any 
public utterances onthe land question and 
who, so farasIknow, have no special opin- 
ions upon it, but who were disposed to take 
part with the workingmen simply from 
their disguest with the rottenness of our ad- 
ministration, were likewise inhibited from 
doing so. It they had possessed the courage 
of Dr. McGlynn they, it is presumable, would 
have been suspended, though it is hardly 
likely that they would have been summoned 
to Rome since, not filling so large a place in 
the public eye as the pastor of St. Stephen’s 
Church, they could have been disciplined here 
more.quietiy. On the other hand, not only 
was the Vicar-General permitted to issue a 
pronunciamento against workingmen’s can- 
didates, which was distributed on the Sunday 
before election at the church doors, but, 
without a word of remonstrance, as far as the 
public knows, priests were permitted to speak 
against the party from their altars, and, in 
some cases at least, the powers of the confes- 
sional and the threat of the refusal of absolu- 
tion was used againstthe party who opposed 
the Tammany ring. 

ARCHBISHOP CORRIGAN’S POSITION LUDICROUS. 

Mr. George evidently basa bureau of infor- 
mation about the Catholic priesthood which is 
not reached by thedaily papers. This fact 
lends added interestto the statement which 
he makes of the relations of one of the Catho 
lio secular clergy to his superiors in the 
Church. Thisis a summary: It is not true 
that Dr. McGlynn has said anything antago- 
nistic to the Catholic doctrine. The Catholic 
Church does not uphold private ownership in 
land as a matter of faith and doctrine. This 
is proved by the utterances of Bishop 
Nulty of Meath. Catholic doctrine is not 
one thing in Irelund and another 
here. The position of Archbishop Corrigan 
is, from a Catholic standpoint, simply ludi- 


crous. For him and Dr. Preston to define a 
Catholic dogma on this point is to assume 
ecumenical powers. Eventhe Pope himself, 
when four years ago he ordered Simeoni to 
order Cardinal McCloskey to suspend Dr. Me- 
Glynn for teaching doctrines contrary to the 
teachings of the Catholic Church, so far from 
defining adogma binding on the conscience 
of Catholics, was abusing his power. The 
secular priest does not take the vow of child- 
like obedience that the regular priest takes, 
but simply a vow of obedience to the ordinary 
of his diocese in reference to the matters 
which concern the religious functions of a 

riest. The obligation taken at ordination

— work. The obligation of Dr. Me- 

slynn’s case does not extend beyond New 
York. He cannot be ordered to Boston or 
Philadeiphia, andthe Cardinals of the Propa- 
ganda have no more right to call him to Rome 
than the facultyof Yale have to call one of 
their graduates. The real power ot an Arch- 
bishop to compel a priest to keep silence 
arises simply from abuse ofthe appointing

power, which is to the Church just what the

the daily press may have to say, this, to my 
personal knowledge, is the view taken of the 
case by many Catholic priests, who, however, 
though ney fear to speak publicly, really look 
upon Dr. McGlynn as their champion against 
an ecclesiastical tyranny which they feel be- 
littles their position and degrades their man- 
hood. 
THE CHURCH AND TAMMANY. 

The suspension of Dr. McGlynn, we have 
learned, was due in the first place to Dr. Me- 
Glynn’s presence at a political meeting which 
he had been specially ordered not to attend, a 
meeting in favor of a certain candidate, whom 
Archbishop Corrigan did not want to have 
elected. sto the cause ofthe second sus- 
8 which occurred after Dr. McGlynn 
lad deen restored to the exercise of his 
priestly funetions, and some time after the 
election, the seml-official account given to 
the press has been very hasty. In 
the case of Dr. McGlynn it 15 evi- 
dent that in both instances Rome has 
pare been used— in 1882 dy the 
British Envoy Errington, and in 1886 by Arch- 
bishop Corrigan, evidently at the instance or 
under the influence of the Tammanyring. It 
is notorious that in New York the Catholic 
Church has Se ga series of years been 
more or less allied with Tammany, and that 
this influence, for which a quid pro quo has 
been paid by grants of public property at 
nominal prices and lavish appropriations of 
public money, has been one of the many 
sources of the strength of the rings that in this 
city have degraded the name of Democracy.

~ PRISON HORRORS. 
INHUMAN TREATMENT OF CONVICTS IN 
WEST VIRGINIA. 


A Horrible State of Affairs—Outrageous 
Punishment by Whipping, Hanging Up 
by the Wrists, Bucking and Gagging 
and “Shoo-Fly” or Water Correction— 
The Kicking Jenny—Col. Wilkerson, 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., January 14.—Charges 
of brutality, inhumanity and ill-treatment of 
prisoners have been brought against the man- 
agement of the West Virginia Penitentiary,and 
the allegations disclose a horrible state of 
affairs in that institution. Among them are 
statements of outrageous punishment by 
whipping, hanging up by the wrists, bucking 
and gagging, and by the ‘‘shoofly’’ or water 
correction. Some time ago Col. Wilkerson, 
the Assistant Superintendent, resigned, as he 
alleges, on account ofthe crue! inhumanity 
and barbarity of the Superintendent, the 
executive officer of the institution. 
Among the instruments oftorture in use is 
the ‘‘shoo fly, a heavy frame arrangement, in 
which the prisoner is made fast, his neck an d 
hands being fastened immovably in stocks, 
while his feet, extended at full length, are 
likewise made secure. Thus fixed, the pris- 
oner is ready for torture. The guards stand 
at a distance of ten feet and with an inch hose 
turn upon the shivering, naked victim a tor- 
rent ofice cold water full in the face witha 
pressure of 100 pounds to the square inch. 
This is kept up until the executioner tires or 
his victim faints, or his head drops to one 
side from suffocation. The shock of ice water 
to the naked body is, ofcourse, very great, 80 
much so that it has frequeutly happened that 
the convict would be taken with a heavy chill 
and laid up for a long time, if not killed. 

THE KICKING JENNY. 

Another instrument formerly a favorite with 
prison authorities is called the ‘‘Kicking 
Jenny.“ This device is a curved frame struct- 
ure forming a quarter ofacircie, the upper 
end of which is about four feet above the floor. 


The convict, stripped naked, is laid on this af- 
fairon his stomacn, his feet tied to a ring in 
the foor while his hands are hungover the 
upper end and drawn taut by a rope and 
tackle fast to the floor. The executioner then 
takes a whip, the lash of which is composed 
of two strips of sole leather sewed toge ther at 
the corners. This whip is three inches broad 
at the end which forms the handle and tapers 
to a sharp point. With this man- killing 
arrangement the lashes are laid on 
across his bare back until the victim is 
one series of red and blue welts from his hips 
to his shoulders. Then the guard varies this 
perennial amusement by changing the direc- 
tion of the lashes. They are then laid on 
transversely, cutting skin and flesh and bring- 
ing the blood at every stroke. This punish- 
ment, it is alleged, has been administered un- 
til the victim is a mass of welts and cuts. He 


is then ordered off to work, and if his task is 


not completed, which often happens, as the 
convict, if he ever was before, is not then able 
to do the amount of work allotted to him,after 
his terrible punishment, he is again taken 
back and given another round of the 
same character. Haif a dozen men 
have often been led to this slaughter 
at one time and compelled to stand by 
and look on while one of their number is 
roaning and crying in distress from the pun- 
shment given him before their eyes, and then 
they are compelled to undergo the terrible 
ordeal, It is alleged that men have been so 
terribly punished on the ‘‘hicking Jenny’’ 
that their backs were a mass of running sores 
months afterwards, and itis stated that they 
have been so terribly cut to pieces that when 


ordered back again the executioner would say | 


their backs were so badly cut to pieces that he 
could not find a sound spot to strike. The as- 
sistant superintendent alleges that men have 
been Known to carry livid scars from June to 
December. Many of the victims never recoy- 
ered. 

THE BULL-RING. 

Another instrument is the bull- ring. By 
this arrangement aconviet would be hoisted 
by the wrists several feet from the floor and 
left hanging for from five to flitv minutes. 
The agony is described as harrowing, great 
drops of perspiration starting out of the vic 
tim’s every pore. His screams of agony, itis 
alleged, couid be heardalong distance. It 
was the screams of men suffering these tor- 
ments that led to the discovery and complaint. 
Opposite the prison live a number of private 
citizens, and itis stated that a short time ago 
the screams, i prayers and pite- 
ous begging o men swung upon the 
‘‘pull-ring’’ pemetrated the thick walls of 
the prison, across the rege space 
and senta shock of horror and indignation 
through that little community. Believing that 
the prisoners were being murdered, there was 
talk of investigation. This taik came tothe 
ears of the Superintendent, and it is alleged 
that he ordered the guards whenever they 
punished the convicts (which was done gen- 
erally in the subterranean depths of the 
prison) totake the other convicts above, in 
the halis and rooms overhead, and compel 
them to dance and sing in orderto drown the 
noise made by the screaming, agonized con- 
victs who were being punished. The citizens 
are highly incensed, and signify their willing- 
ness to testify to the above statements. 
In addition to the modes of torture already 
described, convicts are frequently bucked and 
gagged and leftin that position until they are 
unable to move a limb when first released. 
The ‘‘tasks’’ set the convicts are not propor- 
tioned to their strength or ability to per- 
form, and often when their hauds are cut with 
the threads in the broom-shops, or by ma- 
terial in the wagon factories, an they are sick 
or unable to periorm their tasks, they are re- 
ported ‘‘short’’ and brutally punished. The 
Assistant Superintendent informed the Posr- 
DISPATCH correspondent that for four- 
teen months there had been at least 
two deaths per month, and every one 
of the victims had been brutaily punishedin 
some manner. When it had become known 
that Col. Wilkerson -had made charges of cru- 
elty against the Superintendent and the prison 
managers, two members of the Board of 
Directors, in the absence of the other three 
undertook to whitewash theaffair. They had 
begun an alleged examination when a third 
member appeared and puta stop to it, saying 
that if an inyestigation was to be had, Mr. 
Wilkerson should be given time to produce 
charges and witnesses, and that the other 
members of the board should be informed and 
the matter gone into regularly. This puta 
stop to the alleged examination and brings the 
matter directly betore the Legislature. The 
Government of the United States has a num- 
ber of prisoners confined in this institution, 
and it bas leaked out that many of them have 
been brutally punished. The Government is 
now making pertinent inquiries, and the re- 
sult will most probably be a series of indict- 
ments against the prison authorities.

UPPER TABLE ROCK GONE, 


A Portion of the Bank at Niagara Falls 
Slides Into the Gorge. 

NIAGARA Fatis, Ont., January 14.— 

That portion of the rugged bank nearest 


the Horse Shoe Falls on the Canada side, | 


known as Upper Table Rock,“ fell at an 
early hour Thursday with a deafening 
crash that was heard, and the concussion 
elt fora mile away. Thousands of tons 
of solid rock fell into the gorge below, 
and with it hundreds of tons of ice. The 
exact position of the break is between 
the Prospect House and the great 


Horse Sffee Falls, just above the old 
table rock and next to the spiral stairway 
leading to the path behind the sheet of 
water. It was only by a miracle that the 
stairway was not demolished. The Gov- 
ernment iron railing for over 150 feet was 
carried away. It is at this very spot that 
nearly all the visitors stand and get a 
view of the falls. Had this fall of rock 
occurred in the day time undoubtedly a 
heavy loss of life would have occurred. 
The formation of the recipice 
is now entirely changed. Sas 
can now stand on the bank 
above and see behind the heavy sheet of 
water into a dark chasm. A mass of lime- 
stone and slate 1,000 feet in length b 
about 60 feet in width and 170 feet eep, 
piled in a heaping mass below. One hun- 
dred and three thousand yards is caleu- 
lated to have fallen. The supposed cause 
of the rock giving Way is the on water 
steady freezing weather for tie past threo 
weeks and the heavy weight of the accu- 
mulated ice. j
